General Maude 
x Lc Wellsiana). Helen Wilmer has been described as the ideal orchid. Our 
Wilmer is acknowledged to be one of the finest. Very rich color—short trumpet— 
deeper, maroon purple lip with gold areas. Flowers January thru March.

We reserve the right to limit quantities sold. Minimum 
plant order $5.00. Minimum packing charge $1.00 for orders 
less than $20.00. Packing charge of 5 per cent for orders of 
$20.00 or more. When mature plants are shipped in clay pots 
the minimum charge will be $2.00 for orders less than $20.00 
or 10 per cent for orders of $20.00 or more. We prefer to ship 
the mature plants in paper pots and the packing charge will be 
only 5 per cent. DO NOT send money until order is confirmed. 
Kindly indicate whether you wish plants shipped Regular Railway 
Express or Air Express. In cases where plants are to be shipped 
outside the United States, Air Mail is often the quickest and 
most economical. Also if only bare root community size plants 
are ordered airmail is best. We will indicate with confirmation 
the deposit required if shipment is to be made by airmail. This 
also applies when shipments are made by Air Express outside 
of the United States. Be sure to check with local Plant Quaran- 
tine Authorities and inform us of any unusual requirement 
pertaining to shipments of plants into your territory or country. 
All plants offered on this list are ready for immediate delivery, 
but we suggest delivery after April 15th. Address all corres- 
pondence to our Main Office—P. O. Route 6, Box 77, South 
Jacksonville 7, Florida—USA.
